REPORT ON HOSPITAL WORK. 


rhe Baptists of the State of Mississippi have two Hospitals under 
their auspices: One situated at Memphis, Tennessee, the Baptist Memo- 
rial Hospital,—fireproof, sanitary, a modern hospital with ~modern 
methods. This State is one-third interested with Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee, and as yet we have only one wing finished; but Brother W. A. 
McCombs is now in the field soliciting aid to build the second wing, and 
I hope and think that it will be a short time only that the third one will 
be undertaken and carried to a successful termination. We can only 
expect the fullest success by so doing. If we will only be loyal to our 
own Hospital and boost it instead of becoming disgruntled and dis- 
satisfied and running off elsewhere with a knock and a “‘kick’”’ against it. 

Please don’t expect too much of the management, and be right sure 
that you are a charity patient before you demand charity or special 
favors. The management wishes it to be impressed as a foremost fact 
that a number of the Baptist people have not been loyal to the institution, 
when they become patients, because their doctors prevailed on. them to 
go elsewhere. There is not a doctor in Memphis who will not practice 
here, when pressure is brought to bear on them and patients persist in 
oming to the institution, for all doctors are served alike. .We should 
not only be loyal as individuals to our own institutions but we should 
donate to it. With small gifts, as well as large ones,—I insist on small 
gifts, such as our thrifty country people can give and not feel it much) 
even our Baptist children should be encouraged to give. If each Baptist 
child in the three States would send an egg apiece to the hospital each 
week, the revenues would amount to a considerable lot of money, as 
the egg bill alone amounts to nearly $2,000.00 a year, if too many were 
ent, they could be sold at a good price, if the supply sho be greater 
than the demand. The ladies should be encouraged to send a sheet or 
1 pillow-case, chickens, or anything they feél like giving. Let the men 
open up their purses and give money as the expenses are great. The 
management writes that they have installed this year a doctor's dressing 
room, costing more than $600.00, a new kitchen costing nearly $1,000.00, 
i new well and a reservoir at a cost of $4,300.00, paid off an old debt on 
furniture of $1,300.00, also an old debt of $800.00 on the elevator that 
had been constructed some time ago, and old bond issue of about $15,000, 
and have been at an expense of about $250.00 to cover steam pipes 
hey have been paying $125.00 per month for rent of nurses’ home, a 
total of $1,000.00, $550.00 insurance, and interest on borrowed money 
‘bout $400.00, and over $15,000.00 for charity and donations. 

Our donations to the Hospital from different ones, have amounted 
to $750.00. In other words, the fotal expenditures amount to $37,150.00, 
r approximately, against $750.00 contributions. Pitifully small in 
omparison with what is spent, and what given by us as donations. 

We have collected for the new wing about $3,000.00, of which $1,000 
was given by Brother O. C. Barton, of Paris, Tennessee, and $500.00 by 
Rev. H. A. Ferguson, of Mississippi. There is still due on old sub- 

riptions to the building something like $65,000:00. 
_. We can see from the above statement that the operating force has 
‘abored incessantly under many disadvantages, together with many 
criticisms, which were not due them, endeavoring to sustain the institution 
when they had to meet financial obligations of their needs and old debts.
